T a n g l e d Underbrush of 


Battlefields Still Giving Up 
Dead 


Chateau Thierry—and Cemetery 


BY MENOTT SACNDERS 


Paris — The tangled 
underbrush 


of the Meuse-Argonne, St. Mihiel, 
Chateau Thierry and other 
battle- 


fields are still giving up the 
un- 


identified bodies of American sol- 
diers who fell In action ten years 
ago. 


The country has buried Its Un- 


known Soldiers to a national shrine 
at Arlington. But during 
recent 


years 1626 bodies have been brought 
out of the old battlefields, to be bur- 
ied in American military cemeteries 
over here as "unknown," because 
identification is impossible. 


Ten years have passed since the 


armistice. But today, 
and 
every 


day, American searching parties are 
going through 
the 
battlegrounds, 


looking for t.ne lost remains of boys 
wlio d'd not live to toss their hel- 
mets and cheer on that November 
day a decade ago. 


STILL 1344 MISSING 


Forty bodies have been recover- 


ed in the last lew months. 
The 


American Graves Registration Ser- 
v!'-e estimates that there are still 
1344 
American bodies yet 
to be 


found. 


Afew weeks ago a searching par- 


ty went through the Belleau "Wood 
sector. Overgrown dugouts covered 
with 
second growth 
bush 
and 


brambles, nearly hidden 
beneath 


fallen, trees, concealed by vines and 
creepers, were explored with care 
In them, at one place and anoth- 
er, were found five bodies. They lay 
where they had fallen 10 years ago. 


The Eegistration Service spares 


no effort to learn the identity of the 
dead men. An elaborate system of 
identification has 
been 
developed. 


The task, as can be imagined, is 
extremely difficult. 


TOOTH CHART HELPS 


Marks on clothing and equipment 


have been, in most cases, obliterat- 
ed. The identification disk is often 
missing. "When it is, the army tooth 
chart is consulted. 
According 
to 


Colonel F. W. Van Dyne, in com- 
mand of the Registration Service, 
this method 
is 
almost 
Infallible 


•whenever units, such as companies 
or battalions, can be definitely as- 
sociated with the neighborhood m 
which a body is found. 


"From Information 
we 
receive 


from officers, men and 
chaplains, 


and from. War Department records, 
we can often associate a certain 
company with the ground where a 
body is found," says Col. Van 
Duyne. "Then, from company 
rec- 


ords, we learn that perhaps three 
men have never-been located. From 
the toothi charts taken when the 
men enlisted we can usually deter- 
mine which of the three we have 
found." 


Sometimes the task of making an 


identification becomes arduous in 
the extreme. One such case is now 
being 
worked on 
by 
CoL 
Van 


Duyne. The manager of a French 
. lumber company sent in an Ameri- 


can soldier's identification disk, ex- 
painting that it had been found em- 
bedded in a log which reached the 
mill from the Argonne district. The 
tag had been pierced by a rifle or 
machine gun "bullet. What Col. Van 
Duyne istnow trying to do Is find 
out, if possible, the exact section 
with, which 
this particular tree 


came, so that he can hunt in that 
vicinity for the body. 


Nearly all of the 30,713 graves in 


the American military cemeteries in 
Europe now bear the new stone 
crosses. In most of these cemeteries 
work Is now in progress for the 
erection-of the Memorial 
Chapels 


planned by the Battle Monuments 
Commission, headed by Gen. John 
J. Pershing. 


Visitors' books at the cemeteries 


show that the American people are 
not forgetting their overseas dead. 
More than 15,000 visited the 
field 


and cemetery at Chateau Thierry 
this year — an increase of 4000 ov- 
er last year. 


FEWER MOTHERS MAKING

It is noted, 
incidentally, 
that 


fewer mothers of dead soldiers are 
visiting the cemeteries now than 
•was the case in the first few years 
after the^armistice. Col. Van Duyne 
believes this is largely because the 
mothers of men who served in 
France are now beginning, in many 
cases, to get advanced in years, and 
cannot travel long distances as well 
as they could a ftw years ago. 


Another noticeable fact is that 


foreign visitors to the 
American 


cemeteries are 
increasing 
yearlv 


Indeed, this year nearly as many 
Europeans as 
Americans

The ceremonies become more sol- 


emn each year, more a tribute 
to 


war 
heroes and thanksgiving- for 


deliverance from war. There is al- 
most none of the wild gaiety of 
the first Armistice Day in evidence. 


The tenth Armistice Day prom- 


ises to be the most earnest and rev- 
erent France has- yet celebrated. 
Time seems to be wiping out mem- 
ories of the 
mad celebration on 


that first historic day, leaving only 
the sad recollections of men lost 
and homes broken up. Throughout 
France 
quiet, solemn ceremonies 


are planned, most of them at the 
foot of war cenotaphs or monu- 
ments to local heroes. Many towns 
will dedicate new monuments. 


In Alsace and Xorraine, returned 


to France by the Versailles treaty, 
there will be fetes to celebrate 
their tenth year under the French 
tri-color. But Paris and the major- 
ity of towns and cities will observe 
the day 
with official 
ceremonies 


more solemn than jubilant. 
The 


mass of citizens -will attend special 
church services, and many will vis- 
it military cemeteries. French peo- 
ple don black on Armistice Day in 
memory of the dead.

Arrangements 
for applying 
the 


new troop rating plan for hoy scouts, 
recently adopted by the valley coun- 
cil and councils of Oshkosh, Sheboy- 
gan, Manitowoc and Fond du Lac, at 
the executives training conference at 
Camp Rokilio, Shehoygan council 
camp at Kiel, have been completed 
by M. G. Clark, valley scout execu- 
tive. 


The plan confines itself to four 


items and is simple, practical, and 
scientific and should be easily com- 
prehended by scoutmasters, accord- 
ing to Mr. Clark. The plan includes 
holding regular meetings, at least 
three each month; attendance, 80 
per cent of registered scouts at each 
meeting required; camping, 50 per 
cent of registered scouts on an all 
day or all night hike, and advance- 
ment with 75 per cent of the scouts 
passing one or more tests each 
month. One hundred per cent credit 
is to be awarded for each item, ac- 
cording to Mr. Clark. 


"A troop must have a fair percen- 


tage of attendance to exist, and this 
has been definitely proved through 
national records and statistics, that 
the scouts who advance in the tests 


stay in the troop the longest," Mr. 
Clark said.

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'-," AMERICA'S RELATIONS WITH™ 


EUROPE 


President Coolidge took the occa- 


sion of Armistice day observance to 
deliver a very important utterance on 


- American relations with Europe. The 


basis of his address at Washington to 
the American Legion was the proposi- 
tion that Europe and the United 
States are lacking in understanding. 
"We are prone to think," he said, 
"that they can do as we can do. * * * * 
On the other hand, they appear to 
think that we are going to do exactly 
what they would do if they had our 
chance." Disclaiming a purpose to lec- 
ture Europe, he nevertheless remind- 
ed it that if it "woujd give a little 
more attention to our history and 
judge us a little more closely by our 
own record, and especially find out in 
what directions we believe our real in- 
terests to lie, much which they now 
find obscure would be quite ap- 
parent." 


In these statements 
Mr. Coolidge 


expressed what the world often inter- 


prets as isolation that is not isolation. 
i While we have not entered the League 


* of Nations and probably will not do so 
for many years, if ever, we have nev- 
ertheless in the last few years shown 
a marked desire and willingness to co- 


"r operate with Europe for its better- 


-ment. It is also true, as the president 
. .points out, we are not to be blamed 
• ior not interfering in affairs which are 
, -politically ..the concern of others 
to 
; adjust, or "when we are asked for 
"help for stating clearly the terms on 
which we are willing to respond." All 
of which emphasizes the fact that 
Mr. Coolidge 
wishes to impress, 


that most of the 
misunderstandings 


between Europe and United States are 


"-due to different points of view. Europe 


has ne.ver been able to comprehend the 


- ideals and altruism of America, nor its 


"singleness of purpose to shape its 
"own destiny regardless of what 
all 


other nations may do. We on our part 
are unable to fully 
appreciate the 


-'forces abroad which have so 
often 


, lead to what we regard as inexcusable 
wars, conflicts of policy, suspicion and 
racial animosities. However much we 
should like to see these evils corrected, 
realizing it would 
contribute 
as 


nothing else can do to the happiness 
.and welfare of Europe, it is neverthe- 
less the political problem of 
its 


'peoples and their governments. 
If 


Europe aspires to the unique position 


- and blessings of America it must come 
to our point of view rather than the 
reverse. 


The underlying fact which Europe 


must ultimately discover is that peace 
is tne fundamental essential to its well 
being. It must not only accept this 
doctrine but it must utilize the 
full 


powers of its statesmanship to achieve 
it 


Europe thus far has been unable to 


see, or at least admit, that peace is 
the guiding policy of the United 
States, and that it has no thought of 
political or territorial aggrandizement. 
When it does so, it will find this na- 
tion ready to extend all practical coop- 


, eration for the abolishment of war 


and the establishment 
of universal 


peace. Failure to do this is at the bot- 
tom responsible for most of the differ- 
ences between it and us over measures 
and means to end war. It may be ad- 
ded that the tendencies are in this 
direction and that it is only by holding 
to the part and place we have mapped 
out, and not yielding to expediencies 
of the moment to please foreigners 
that we can ourselves contribute our 
full share to this end. 


The president urged upon the atten- 


tion 
of congress the necessity of 


strengthening our sea forces for de- 
fense, not in a spirit of rivalry with 
Great Britain, but merely to meet our 
minimum requirements as naval arm- 
aments now go for national security. 


PUBLIC DIVORCE 


PROCEEDINGS 


It is a refreshing thing to know that 


the supreme court of Wisconsin has 
upheld the right of the circuit courts 
to hold divorce hearings in secret, to 
bar newspaper reporters as well as the 
general public and also to seal the 
pleadings and the testimony from the 
public eye. 


The principle which is generally en- 


forced in the courts that all proceed- 
ings shall be in public is a good 
principle with logical reasons back 
of it, but 
obviously it has its ex- 


ceptions. The purpose of the rule is to 
prevent abuses, the abuses that have 
been known in the past to arise from 
star chamber proceedings, the abuses 
that grow up from the misunderstand- 
ing that comes from .court proceedings 
when the 
public has to rely upon 


rumor and mere hearsay as to what 
took place. 
This principle applies 


mostly in those cases where the pub- 
lic, although not a party to the pro- 
ceeding, is nevertheless interested in 
the outcome as the outcome may af- 
fect many or may result in general de- 
cisions of public policy. 


But such a principle does not apply 


to the unfortunate disputes that may 
arise in divorce proceedings, disputes 
too often colored by rancor and hatred 
and the vindictive desire of one party 
to shame and disgrace the other. The 
necessity of appearing in a public 
courtroom in such a proceeding be- 
fore the staring eyes of many idle per- 
sons has prevented a great many 
-people from appearing at all, those 
who would rather sacrifice their rights 
than submit to such a humiliation. 
The right of the trial court to draw 
the curtain against the eyes and ears 
of those who are only after salacious 
details will tend to raise the 
dignity 


and the usefulness of the court 
and 


make the trial, always an unpleasant 
affair to the participants^ as needlessly 
unpleasant as possible. 


There is no good reason why those1 


who believe that they must go to the 
court to secure their rights as they see 
them should be submitted to discour- 
tesy, instilt, ridicule or humiliation. 


A PEASANT GOVERNMENT - ' 
Roumania is to afford the extraordi- 


nary- spectacle of a government organ- 
ized and conducted "fj"y a leader of 
the peasant party. For the first time in 
its history it presents an opportunity 
for the people of the nation to find po- 
litical expression. When the Bratiano 
ministry resigned Juliu Maniu, leader 
of the peasant party, was summoned 
to form a new cabinet. Roumania thus 
goes from the extreme of one of the 
most arbitrary monarchial systems in 
Europe to an attempt of government 
by 'the submerged class. To what ex- 
tent the new leader will have the sup-- 
port of parliament in reform measures 
that he will undoubtedly undertake 
remains to be seen, but he has taken 
the initial precaution of declaring for 
new elections immediately. 


The change Js even more extreme 


than that Avitnessed in Great Brit- 
ain when that nation put in pow- 
er a labor government. 
The experi- 


ment will be watched with great- 
est interest 
and the 
world -will 


hope that it will succeed, for it 
offers opportunities of advancing dem- 
ocratic institutions in Roumania, of 
cleansing it of innumerable repres- 
sions and elevating the life and hopes 
of its people. If the new government is 
wise, it will undertake the reforms 
cautiously and temperately. 
It will 


lead the nation to permanent gains, 
whereas resort to reprisals or radical 
action would most likely end in fail- 
ure and a return of reactionaries to 
power.

DIABETES 


Here are some rules given by Br 


Elliott P. Joshn) who is one of the 
.foremost students of diabetes. 


1. Any person who has 0.1 per 


cent or more of sugar in the urine 
is suspect and should be watched 
for life. 


2. Normal weight or less should 


be insisted upon in each diabetic 
suspect, or 'relative of a diabetic, 
but peiucing, if undertaken, should 
be extremely gradual. 


3. The nearer the proportions of 


carbohydrate, protein and fat in 
the diabetic diet conform, to those 
of a normal maintenance diet, the 
better for 
the patient, 
provided 


the urine be kept sugar free and 
and the blood sugar low. 


4. A carbohydrate tolerance, un- 


utilized, retrogrades. (This 
means 


that a patient who does not receive 
quite all the starches and sugars 
his crippled metabolism can use, is 
likely to lose still more of the ca- 
pacity to utilize such food.) 


5. When the diet includes too 


much fat and to little 'carbohydrate, 
coma (stupor or less of conscious- 
ness) Is likely to occur. 


6. TJndernutrition prevents dia- 


betes, say in a family where there 
is a tendency, and is the foundation 
stone of late treatment. Yet it is 
wise to avoid hunger, if possible for 
hunger tempts patients to break 
treatment, indulge in "some excess, 
and In consequence die of coma. 


7. Emaciation is not wise, merely 


to bring the blood sugar down to 
the normal

LIKE PEAS IN A POD 


There are quite a few contempora- 


ry English novelists who are engag- 
ed in turning out novels a good deal 
in the manner of Henry Ford turn- 
ing out flivvers. Allowing for dif- 
ference of title, the names of char- 
acters and a few other details of 
that kind, these novels are almost as 
much alike as one Ford is like an- 
other. 


When you pick up a novel by one 


of these writers, you learn in the 
first chapter that the main charac- 
ters were born in the late eighties or 
early nineties. "When that Informa- 
tion is given I usually turn to about 
chapter twenty, three-fourths or so 
through the hook, and nine times out 
of ten the war is introduced at that 
point. You see, the hero had to be 
born in the late eighties or early 
nineties to be just the right age to 
go to war in 1914. The writer uses 
the first three fourths of his book 
to get his characters into a jam—two 
men hopelessly in love 
with the 


same girl or.i;wo girls with the same 
man. Somebody has to be killed off 
and the war is so much more pic- 
turesque than a mere case of typhoid 
fever or an auto accident. 


That is the general blueprint of 


most of these novels. There are a 
thousand other points of similarity. 
After you have read a fairly large 
number of them "and then turn your 
attention to something else, letting 
the book finish itself automatically. 


For the most part these writers 


are not incompetent. Technically 
they often show great skill and they 
are competent in telling a story. But 
their stories all look like shiny new 
Fords, so much alike that there is 
no novelty In them. 


A recent case in point is "My Bro- 


ther Jonathan," by Francis Brett 
Yoang. Young is a writer of 
siderable skill, but I have read "My 
Brother Jonathan" dozens of times 
before under other titles by different 
writers 
It seems to be a case of 


literary Inbreeding. 
Those writers 


have produced a standard article 
that is sure of a certain public and 
they turn them out almost by ma- 
chinery. 


There Is In "My Brother Jona- 


than," in addition to its introduc- 
tion of the war three fourth through 
the book the usual character who is 
a rough diamond. sotrough that he 
is not properly appreciated. As is in- 
variably the case with these saints 
with a rough exterior, he has a reg- 
ular pa^s'on for sacrificing himself.

The English- novelists of this par- 


ticular group are for the most part 
obsessed with the self-sacrifice bug. 
Hutcbinson, in "If Winter Comes." 
was one of the pioneers in that kind 
of thing 
He made Ms hero so rid- 
;culouslv messianic that sensible neb- 
r>Ie laughed. The same kind of thing 
<s being used over and over again. 
Brett Young's hero 
runs true to 


form. What h needed to make him 
a real "human being was a good dose 
of cleansing selfishness, but that 
kind of thirg is not done in this kind 
of literary Ford factory.

One advantage Brett Young Has 


over many other 
writers of this 


class. The details of his materials 
are authentic 
He describes the life 


of a young doctor and he actually 
<nows the medical terms. There is 
nothing vague about it; he knows 
them as well as does a doctor. That's 
to the book's credit. For the rest 
t's just another novel by the same 
<ind of writer.

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'•/AMERICA'S RELATIONS WITH* 


EUROPE 


President Coolidge took the occa- 


, sion of Armistice day observance to 
' deliver a very important utterance on 


American relations with Europe. The 
basis of his address at Washington to 


• the American Legion was the proposi- 
, tion that Europe and the United 


States are lacking in understanding. 
"We are prone to think," he said, 
"that they can do as we can do. * * * * 
On the other hand, they appear to 
think that we are going to do exactly 
what they would do if they had our 
chance." Disclaiming a purpose to lec- 
ture Europe, he nevertheless remind- 
ed it that if it "would give a little 
more attention to our history and 
judge us a little more closely by our 
own record, and especially find out in 
what directions we believe our real in- 
terests to lie, much which they now 
find obscure would be quite ap- 
parent." 


In these statements Mr. Coolidge 


expressed what the world often inter- 


^prets as isolation that is not isolation. 
^ tWhile we have not entered the League 


of Nations and probably will not do so 
for many years, if ever, we have nev- 
ertheless in the last few years shown 
a marked desire and willingness to co- 
operate with Europe for its better- 


- merit. It is also true, as the president 


~ .points out, we are not to be blamed 
* idr not interfering in affairs which are 
^politically ,the concern of. others to 
Vadjust, or "when we are asked for 


help for stating clearly the terms on 
which we are willing to respond." All 
of which emphasizes the fact that 
Mr. Coolidge 
wishes to impress, 


- that most of the misunderstandings 


between Europe and United States are 


;~due to different points of view. Europe 


ha*s never been able to comprehend the 
ideals and altruism of America, nor its 
"singleness of purpose to shape its 
own destiny regardless of what all 
other nations may do. We on our part 
are unable to 
fully ^appreciate the 


rforces abroad which have so 
often 


- lead to what we regard as inexcusable 
" wars, conflicts of policy, suspicion and 


racial animosities. However much we 
should like to see these evils corrected, 
realizing it would 
contribute as 


nothing else can do to the happiness 
.and welfare of Europe, it, is neverthe- 
less the political problem of 
its 


- peoples and their governments. 
If 


' Europe aspires to the unique position 
- and blessings of America it must come 
"to our point of view rather than the 
reverse. 


The underlying fact which Europe 


must ultimately discover is that peace 
is tne fundamental essential to its well 
being. It must not only accept this 
doctrine but it must utilize the 
full 


powers of its statesmanship to achieve 
it. 


Europe thus far has been unable to 


see, or at least admit, that peace is 
the guiding policy of the United 
States, and that it has no thought of 
political or territorial aggrandizement. 
When it does so, it will find this na- 
tion ready to extend all practical coop- 


, eration for the abolishment of war 


and the establishment of universal 
peace. Failure to do this is at the bot- 
tom responsible for most of the differ- 
ences between it and as over measures 
and means to end war. It may be ad- 
ded that the tendencies are in this 
direction and that it is only by holding 
to the part and place we have mapped 
out, and not yielding to expediencies 
of the moment to please foreigners 
that we can ourselves contribute our 
full share to this ead. 


The president urged upon the atten- 


tion 
of congress the necessity of 


strengthening our sea forces for de- 
fense, not in a spirit of rivalry with 
Great Britain, but merely to meet our 
minimum requirements as naval arm- 
ameats now go for national security. 


PUBLIC DIVORCE 


PROCEEDINGS 


It is a refreshing thing to know that 


the supreme court of Wisconsin has 
upheld the right of the circuit courts 
to hold divorce hearings in secret, to 
bar newspaper reporters as well as the 
general public and also to seal 
the 


pleadings and the testimony from the 
public eye. 


The principle which is generally en- 


forced in the courts that all proceed- 
ings shall be in public is a good 
principle with logical reasons back 
of it, but obviously it has its ex- 
ceptions. The purpose of the rule is to 
prevent abuses, the abuses that have 
been known in the past to arise from 
star chamber proceedings, the abuses 
that grow up from the misunderstand- 
ing that comes from .court proceedings 
when the public has to rely upon 
rumor and mere hearsay as to what 
took place. 
This principle applies 


mostly in those cases where the pub- 
lic, although not a party to the pro- 
ceeding, is nevertheless interested in 
the outcome as the outcome may af- 
fect many or may result in general de- 
cisions of public policy. 


But such a principle does not apply 


to the unfortunate disputes that may 
arise in divorce proceedings, disputes 
too often colored by rancor and hatred 
and the vindictive desire of one party 
to shame and disgrace the other. The 
necessity of appearing in a public 
courtroom in such a proceeding be- 
fore the staring eyes of many idle per- 
sons has prevented a great many 
-people from appearing at' all, those 
who would rather sacrifice their rights 
than submit to such a humiliation. 
The right of the trial court to draw 
the curtain against the eyes and ears 
of those who are only after salacious 
details will tend to raise the dignity 
and the usefulness of the court and 
make the trial, always an unpleasant 
affair to the participants;- as needlessly 
unpleasant as possible. 


There is no good reason why those "• 


who believe that they must go to the 
court to secure their rights as they see 
them should be submitted to discour- 
tesy, insult, ridicule or humiliation.

the peasant party. For the first time in 
its history it presents an opportunity 
for the people of the nation to find po- 
litical expression. When the Bratiano 
ministry resigned Juliu Maniu, leader 
of the peasant party, was summoned 
to form a new cabinet. Roumania thus 
goes from the extreme of one of the 
most arbitrary monarchial systems in 
Europe to an attempt of government 
by 'the submerged class. To what ex- 
tent the new leader will have the sup-' 
port of parliament in reform measures 
that he will undoubtedly undertake 
remains to be seen, but he has taken 
the initial precaution of declaring for 
new elections immediately. 


The change Js even more extreme 


than that witnessed in Great Brit- 
ain when that nation put in pow- 
er a labor government. 
The experi- 


ment will be watched with great- 
est interest and the 
world will 


hope that it will succeed, for it 
offers opportunities of advancing dem- 
ocratic institutions in Roumania, of 
cleansing it of innumerable repres- 
sions and elevating the life and hopes 
of its people. If the new government is 
wise, it will undertake the reforms 
cautiously and temperatery. 
It will 


lead the nation to permanent gains, 
whereas resort to reprisals or radical 
action would most likely end in fail- 
ure and a return of reactionaries to 
power.

RULES FOR THE CONTROL 0* 


DIABETES 


Here are some rules given by Dr 


Elliott P. Joslin; who is one of the 
foremost students of diabetes. 


1. Any person who has 0.1 per 


cent or more of sugar in the urine 
is suspect and should be -watched 
for life. 


2. Normal weight or less should 


be insisted upon in each diabetic 
suspect, or relative of a diabetic 
but reducing, if undertaken, shoulc 
be extremely gradual. 


3. The nearer the proportions of 


carbohydrate, protein and fat in 
the diabetic diet conform to those 
of a normal maintenance diet, the 
better for the patient, 
provided 


the urine be kept sugar free and 
and the blood sugar low. 


4. A carbohydrate tolerance, un- 


utilized, retrogrades. (This 
means 


that a patient who does not receive 
quite all the starches and sugars 
his crippled metabolism can use, :s 
likely to lose still more of the ca- 
pacity to utilize such food.) 


5. When the diet includes too 


much fat and to little 'carbohydrate, 
coma (stupor or less of conscious- 
ness) is hkely to occur. 


6. Undernutrition prevents dia- 


betes, say in a family where there 
is a tendency, and is the foundation 
stone of late treatment. Yet it is 
wise to avoid hunger, if possible for 
hunger tempts patients to break 
treatment, indulge in 'some excess, 
and in consequence die of coma. 


7. Emaciation is not Vise, merely 


to bring the blood sugar down to 
the normal maximum. 


8. Diabetes Is not fatal of itself'; 


death occurs from other intercur- 
rent diseases, complications or ac- 
cidense. 


9. Coma is an accident, usually 


inexclusive, more easily prevented 
in 99 cases than treated in one. 


10. A diabetic patient when ill 


from, any- cause should (1) go to 
bed, (2) keep warm, (3) take a glass 
of hot water, tea 
broth, orange 


Juice, or oatmeal water gruel ev- 
ery hour, (4) empty bowel with an 
enema, (5) call a doctor. 


11. Gangrene can usually be avoid 


de by treatment with posture, by 
washing the feet daily, and by re- 
porting immediately to the physi- 
cian any trifling lesion or blemish 
about the feet or legs. 


12. Any patient with a tolerance 


of less than 100 grams of carbohy- 
drate should regularly test his own 
urine for sugar, keep the urine su- 
gar free, and employ a scales for 
•weighing' out his rations accurately 
until he can keep sucar free -with- 
out these checks. (As I have men- 
tioned before in this column, Dr. 
Duf0e*s "Book lor TJs Diabetics." 
published by 23. S. Miles. South 
Lancaster, Mass., is a handy guifie 
for such patients to follow.)

LIKE PEAS IN A POD 


There are quite a few contempora- 


ry English novelists who are engag- 
ed In turning out novels a good deal 
in the manner of Henry Ford turn- 
Ing out flivvers. Allowing for dif- 
ference of title, the names of char- 
acters and a few other details of 
that kind, these novels are almost as 
much alike as one Ford is like an- 
other. 


When you pick up a risvel by one 


of these writers, you learn in the 
first chapter that the main charac- 
ters were born in the late eighties or 
early nineties. When that Informa- 
tion is given I usually turn to about 
chapter twenty, three-fourths or so 
through the book, and nina times out 
of ten the war is introduced at that 
point. Tou see, the hero had to be 
born in the late eighties or early 
nineties to be just the right age to 
go to war in 1914. The writer uses 
the first three fourths of his book 
to get his characters into a jam'—two 
men hopelessly in love 
with the 


same girl or.t,wo girls with the same 
man. Somebody has to be killed off 
and the war is so much more pic- 
turesque than a mere case of typhoid 
fever or an auto accident. 


That is the general blueprint of 


most of these novels. There are a 
thousand other points of similarity. 
After you have rpad a fairly large 
number of them "and then turn your 
attention to something else, letting 
the book finish itself automatically. 


For the most part these writers 


are not incompetent. Technically 
they often show great skill and they 
are competent in telling a story. But 
their stories all look like shiny new 
Fords, so much alike that there is 
no novelty in them. 


A recent case in point is "My Bro- 3 
ther Jonathan," by Francis BrettJ 
Young. Young is a writer of con.^ 
siderable skill, but I have read "My 
Brother Jonathan" dozens of times 
before under other titles by different 
writers. It seems to be a case of 
literary Inbreeding. 
Those writers 


have produced a standard 
article 


that is sure of a certain public and 
they turn them out almost by ma- 
chinery- 
There Is In "My Brother Jona- 


than," in addition to its introduc- 
tion of the war three fourth through 
the book the usual character who is 
a rough diamond, so, rough that he 
is not properly appreciated.

States was organized

Wildey in 1819 and was chartered on 
Feb. 1, 1820.

Lodge of the United States assumed 
undisputed sway in the 
woild of 


Odd Fellowship and tho n;une uas 
then changed to the Sovereign (Iran 
Lodge of the Independent Ordor o 
Odd Fellows. 


At the time of the organisation o 


Konemic lodge 
there were thirt 


nine members, but there is no avail 
able record disclosing who HIP !irs 
officers of the lodge were. The lod^< 
now meets in a three story buildinc. 
on the corner of S. Morrison-st nnc 
College-ave, which 
was erected in 


the year 1S80. 


In 1926 a consolidation was effect- 


ed between Rhine 
lodge, originally 


organized and chartered as a Ger- 
man lodge, and Konemic lodge. At 
the present there are one hundred 
and seventy six members in good 
standing. The present officers are 
William Damerow, noble grand; A.

with tlio bidding in both Auction and 
Contract Bridge that Is not fully un- 
derstood; and that Is that there is a 
difference in valuing a hand, depend- 
ing whether the contract Is to be a 
trump or No Trump.
